1.000 BULLETS
FIRED IN BODY

OF ASSAILANT

Negro Who Attempted to As¬
sault Mrs. Rice Confessed

Crime.
FLORENCE, ALA., March 2-1..Clevc-

land Hard Ing, tho negro, who attempt¬
ed lo assault Mrs. Hen Rice noar here
Frlduy, and who was drlven off by
Mrs. Itico's shepherd dog, was Bum-
marlly executed to-day by a mob of
over 300 persons. Tled to a tree, wlth
hls arma up, tho negro was rlddled
wlth bullets, tbe flrst ahot, it Is sald,
bolng llrod by Rice, following whlch
every man ln the crowd emptled IiIb
rovolver at the prlsonor. Over 1.U00
shots were flrejl. The negro was cap¬
tured to-day half a mllo below town
and was takon beforo Mrs. Illco, who
fulnted at slght of him. Upon recover-
Ing sho fully Identlfied Jior asaallant
and on being asked what should be
done wlth him, told the negro'a captors
to do aa they thought best. Hardlng
was taken a short dlstance from tbe
Rlc-e home. whero a confercnco of tbe
mob leaders was hold. Some sald
burn blm, but shootlng was declded
on.
Beyond confesslng his gullt, tho no¬

gro 'bad nothlng to say and wat?j
stolldly indlfferent, it aeemed, to hls
fate, The body was left tied to.tbe
tree by the mob, members of whlch
made no attempt to shlold their iden-
tlty. The sherlff overtook the crowd
before the lynchlng, but liis. appeals
were unuvalling.

placo on Frlday. Ho wlll now havo
to prove thut he was ln tbo town
on Thursday, und that bo did not go
from hero to that place on that day
nfter tho alleged attempted assault
on the glrls.

is tho right man, and tho othor wit¬
nesses nro so positive ho is not, that
it is llkely the caso wlll go over in
the Pollco Cnnrt this morning, nt{
that further Informatlon muy bo se¬
cured l'rom Koysyille.

"Those made March 23d wore-
brought to me, as I was ncarest the
court.

Affidavits Eminently Proper.
'"I oxamined /.he last four frotn

Messrs. Hnrtrl/jCo^ and Peabody,'-and*
one from Mr. Delmas's' offlce and found'
them ominently satlsfactory.

"Thls method was sanctloned by Mr.
Dolmus. Had I consltlerod that any¬
tbing in theso last aflldavlts mlght be
consldered inappropriato for thls oc-.
casion they would havo been with-
drawn for tho tlme and correctod un¬
der Mr. Delmas's direction.

Thaw Is Hopeful.
"Harry Is ln oxcollent health, and

Is suro that ovorythlng wlll como out
in hls favor."
Tho prlsoner's attorneys dld not

visit him to-day. During tho afternoon,
which ho devoted chlofly to hia cor¬
reapondonce, Thaw recelved a note
from Lawyor Danlol O'Reilly, oxplain-
